CONTINUED OVATION 


Such Was William J. Bryan’s 
Trip East. 


-rHOW THE PEOPLE MET HIM 
; ' ■ 


Associated Press Man Who Accompa­ 
nied the Candidate Impressed by 
the Enthusiasm of the Masses. 


Mr. 
Frank E. 
Nevins, 
the St. 
Louis stenographer 
who 
was d e­ 
tailed by the Associated Press to a c­ 
com pany Mr. Bryan on his eastern 
tour, 
has returned. 
He 
tells the 
story of the trip as follows tp the 
Post-Dispatch: 


“ Notwithstanding what has been 
said pretty generally in the press of 
the country to the 
contrary, the 
journey of the Bryan party from 
, 
Lincoln to New Y ork was accentu­ 
ated by a series of ovations that 
for magnitude and enthusiasm exj 
ceeded the expectat’ ons even of the 
partisan friends and personal ad ­ 
mirers of Mr. 
Bryan. 
The crowds 
at all points where crowds could be 
expected were large and in some 
y^iptaces they exceeded anything that 
Y has been known in the political his- 
5 tory of the country. 


“ The first big demonstration of 
the journey was at Des Moines, lo., 
wheie Mr. Bryan was greeted with 
an 
ovation 
< | ic h 
will 
mark an 
epoch in the 
political history of 
that 
state. 
There 
were 
acres of 
people in and around the building 
in which he made his address. 
T he 
next 
great 
demonstration 
was the occasion of 
the 
Clifton 
house speech on his arrival in Chi- 
_ 
cago. 
T he outpouring of the pop­ 


ulace was something unprecedented, 
even in that city of large crowds, 
and it was almost impossible for 
the carriage containing Mr. Bryan 
and his wife to reach the hotel. 
T he police found it necessary to 
resort to force and violence on a 
number of occasions in order to 
ij^li t a t e the progress of the party, 
^ s p i t e of all the efforts that could 
be made Mr. Bryan was taken pos­ 
session of by the mob and co m ­ 
pelled to stand up in the carriage 
and talk a few moments before they 
would 
let him pass. 
Mr. 
Bryan 
here, it will be remembered, made 
a brief addresi from the balcony 
of the Clifton house. 
The streets 
in 
all directions were filled with 
^ager crowds for blocks, 
though 
many could neither hear nor see 
anything. 
And here it may be well 
to remark that the spirit of the 
crowds which have uniformly greet­ 
ed Mr. Bryan on his tour, to the 
experienced observer, was different 
from anything heretofore known in 
American politics. 
“ There was an intensity about 
them, an earnestness, 
and even a 
resentment, showing a sense of in­ 
jury and personal feeling underlying 
what 
they 
said 
and did. 
They 
were clamorous, they were uncon­ 
trollable, they were even fierce and 
raging in their 
manifestations of 
feeling. 
Sometimes the scene was 
unique and occasionally appalling. 
Though accustomed to seeing p o­ 
litical 
gatherings 
for 
years, 
the 
madness of some 
of these street 
demonstrations that took place dur« 
ing the progress of this trip, have 
exceeded anything heretofore within 
my experience. 
They were some 
times as irresistible as a herd of 
wuld buffalo on 
a 
western plain 
fleeing from a burning prairie. 
“ In these assemblies there was a 
noticeable absence 
of leadership, 
and familiar faces of democratic 
bosses were nowhere present.. 
Mr. 
Bryan himself 
seemed 
to realize 
this fact when he said in his Clifton 
house 
speech 
at 
Chicago: 
‘My 
fellow citizens, 
they tell us that 
everybody is 
against 
us but the 
people.' 
“ Along the route the inhabitants 
of villages remained up all night in 
order to catch a 
glimpse of Mr. 
Bryan, and when the train arrived 
at Valparaiso, Ind., at 2 o'clock in 
the morning, there was not only an 
immense crowd in waiting, but the 
local committee insisted upon Mr. 
Bryan getting out of bed and m ak­ 
ing an address. 
He sensibly de- 


; 


clined to make a speech, of course, 
but could not do less than 
g r a t if y 
the enthusiasm of the people 
b y 
showing himself. 
“ The demonstration at Pittsburg 
was as immense and as gratifying as | 
any he met with on his journey. ^ 
The streets were thronged and the 
I opera house was packed so full that 
even members of the Bryan party 
were unable 
to 
gain 
admittance. 
Mr. Bryan's carriage was followed 
about the streets by crowds from 
place to place until midnight. 
On 
his visit to the Randall club after 
the opera house speeches, 
he was 
followed through the dim streets by 
immense crowds, and on his return 
to the hotel they stiil escorted him 
with 
shouts 
of enthusiasm. 
The 
police interfered on one or two o c ­ 
casions and prevented the unhitch­ 
ing of the horses from tha carriage 
by the mob, who w^anted to haul it 
themselves. 
“ It 
was thought by some that 
through Ohio and Pennsylvania, the 
home of the goldbug press and the 
headquarters, 
supposedly, 
of 
the 
anti-Bryan 
sentiment, 
that 
the 
crowds w^ould be smaller and less 
enthusiastic. 
Such 
was 
not 
the 
case. 
They 
were 
always 
large, 
demonstrative and earnest, and the 
same 
in Pennsylvania as in 
N e­ 
braska. 
“ Although the train bearing the 
party over the Pennsylvania railroad 
arrived at Jersey City at dusk in the 
evening, 
the 
demonstration 
was 
such that it required the best efforts 
of the large force of police in at­ 
tendance to prevent the party from 
being run down and trampled under 
foot. 
As it was, with the best pre­ 
cautions that 
could 
be adopted, 
some of the party were hustled and 
jostled to such an extent that they 
were in danger of serious injury. 
“ The 
Madison 
Square Garden 
demonstration at New York, as a 
political 
gathering 
has 
probably 
never been exceeded in this country 
for numbers and enthusiasm. 
The 
immense auditorium, the largest in 
the United States, was packed lo 
suffocation. 
Not less than twenty 
thousand people were present, and 
three times as many more were on 
the outside in the streets unable to 
gain admittance. 
“ It has been remarked 
by the 
press, and this fact has been co m ­ 
mented upon by Mr. 
Depew, that 
thousands of people left the build­ 
ing 
during 
the 
progress 
of 
the 
speech. 
This was the fact, but it 
is without significance 
when 
the 
conditions are 
remembered. 
The 
night was intensely hot, the build­ 
ing was packed to its utmost c a ­ 
pacity. Those people in the farthest 
galleries were a quarter of a mile 
from the speaker, where they could 
neither hear nor see. 
It is but nat­ 
ural that, after 
suffering 
the tor­ 
ments of heat as long as it was en­ 
durable, they should walk out into 
the open air, where they could o b ­ 
tain relief. 
The farther 
galleries 
were emptied, and in time a bare 
bank of seats greeted the vision,but 
there 
still remained 
a 
vast con- 
coarse of listeners who paid close 
attention to Mr. 
B ryan’s reading 
during 
the 
entire 
period 
of two 
hours, who failed not to punctuate 
his sentences at the proper time 
with appropriate applause. 
“ Mr. 
B ryan’s speech was care­ 
fully prepared at his home in L in ­ 
coln, 
Neb., 
before he left there, 
and 
carried 
in 
a 
valise 
to the 
end of his journey. 
It 
was 
de­ 
livered as prepared, with the e x ­ 
ception 
of 
a 
paragraph 
or 
two 
which was written in New 
York. 
Mr. 
Bryan told 
the 
writer early 
on the journey that he intended 
to 
read 
his 
speech, 
but 
he 
did not care to have the fact gen­ 
erally known. 
His purpose was, he 
said, 
to prevent mistakes and to 
avoid, 
as 
far 
as 
possible, 
the 
criticisms of a hostile press, and 
the putting into his mouth of words 
fia t he never uttered, which might 
happen should he attempt to deliver 
an unwritten address. 
It was not 
his purpose to dazzle the people 
who listened to him with flights of 
oratory, but to make a plain and 


I clear exposition of the issues of the 
I campaign, in such a way that they 
could be understood by the masses 
who w’cre not present to hear.

Justice McSherry, of the supreme 


court of Maryland, delivered a no 
table charge to the grand jury of 


Frederick county on M o n d a y last, 


which has caused a profound sen­ 


sation all over the state. 


Judge M c S h e rry is an old fash­ 


ioned jurist, 
and has 
the respect 


and confidence of every citizen of 


Marvland. 
In charging 
the 
grand jury at 
Hagerstown, he referred to the new 
election 
law, 
passed 
by the last 
legislature, which provides for many 
reforms in the conduct of elections, 
but which also provides for the re 
organization of election machinery 
and severe penalties for vole b u y ­ 
ing and intimidaiors. 
In calling at­ 
tention 
to 
that 
p.jrt 
of the law 
which says that persons cunv cied 
of intimidating vovcrs shah be p*un- 
i.-’hed bv jail 
or p e n it e n fa r y im 
or^sonmeut, the judge said; 
‘ •Tiie terms of tms Siaiute are 
br=:). d -.^nd sweeping.

case that can possibly

GRANT DID NOT KNOW IT. 


Ev idently Was Igno rant o f Demo ne­ 
tizatio n ill 1 875 . 


W a s h i n g t o n , 
Aug. 
2 1 . — In the 
new edition of the pamphlet issued 


by 
the 
democratic 
congressional 
committee entitled, “ M oney of the 
Constitution,” 
will be found 
the 


following, which shows conclusively 
that President Grant had no kn ow l­ 


edge of the demonetization of silver 
up to the time of sending this mes­ 
sage to congress, which was in Jan­ 
uary, 1875. 
On January 14, 1875, 
in a message announcing his a p ­ 
proval of the act to provide for tne 
resumption of specie payments and 
suggesting 
further 
legislation 
to 
make the law* effective, President 
Grant said: 
“ In fact, to carry 
out the first 
section of the act, another mint b e ­ 
comes a necessity 
With the pres­ 
ent facilities for coinage it would 
take a period probably beyond that 
fixed by law for final specie resump­ 
tion to coin the silver necessary to 
transact the business of the coun­ 
try. 
There are now smelting fur­ 
naces for extracting the silver and 
gold ores brought from 
the m ou n­ 
tain 
territories 
in 
Chicago, 
St. 
Louis 
and 
Omaha, 
three 
in 
the 
former 
city, 
and 
as 
much 
of 
the 
change 
required 
will 
be 
wanted 
in 
the 
Mississippi 
valley 
states, 
and 
as 
the 
metals 
to 
be 
coined 
come 
from

those stales, 
and 
as I understand 
the charges for transportation of 
bullion from either 
of the cities 
named to the mint in Philadelphia 
or to New Y o rk city amount to $4 
on each

favor of adopting one or more of 
these cities as the place or places 
for the establishment of new coin­ 
age facilities.”

and Wednesday night perpetrated 
an outrage on the farm of James 
Kendricks, 
twelve miles south of 
Waco, near the town of Hillside. 
Five negro cotton pickers— A n ­ 
derson Vaughan, Ha yw ard R o b e r t ­ 
son, Shade Robertson, Evant S a n d ­ 
ler and 
Morris D a v i s — occupied a 
house 
together on 
the Kendricks 
place. 
After a d a y ’s work in the 
cotton field they cooked supper and 
retired. 
At midnight a 
flaming bali of 
cotton, which had been soaked in 
spirits of turpentine, 
was thrown 
into 
the 
house, 
and 
when 
the 
negroes ran out Anderson Vaughan 
was shot and instantly killed. 
The 
other four were stripped, tied and 
cruelly flogged. 
The negroes w'ere good men, and 
the land owners condemn the out­ 
rage, which was the work of whi’ e 
men and 
Mexicans, 
who desire to 
chase the negroes off, in order to 
monopolize the picking of cotton. 
T h e gang wore masks of white cloth. 
T h e sheriff and a posse of citizens 
are investigating.
